The regular dealers 
had submitted their requests for 
ample supplies to meet standing 
orders, chiefly from the United 
States. 

To their great surprise, only 8000 
sets were so allocated — not enough 
to fill even half of the orders on 
hand — and 20,000 sets remained 
in the post office for the postal 
officials to ‘‘distribute’’ according 
to certain peculiar ideas of their 
own.

Promoting Siamps Among Youth 





A recent letter from Mr. Manfred R. Lehmann brought with it the 
front page of a magazine titled “Junior Scholastic’. It pictures seven 
stamps from countries of which Mr. Lehman has the philatelic agency 
and whose sale he is promoting. The magazine is one that has a tremen- 

dous circulation in the high schools of Ameri- 





man interested in the project can get a fair estimate as to how many 
can be sold at a fair price.. A fair price will depend on the face value 
of the sheet. If of low value, double face could be right. If of high val- 
ue, 25 to 50% over face should be plenty to cover sales, cost, etc. 

But when such sheets come into the market in short supply and are 
obtainable only at ten to twenty times face value we believe that those 
guilty of putting such things in the market should be condemned for 
doing so. We also believe that when a country issues stamps solely to 
make a quick buck by selling to collectors that it is an improper way 
to do business. We know of course that such practices have been com- 
mon among many countries even before Mr. Lehmann got into the act. 

We do not believe that our objections to such acts are ‘‘destructive’’. 
Apparently other publishers do for we have yet to see any of them con-

The Ifni designs show the Church 
“Santa Cruz del Mar” and the new 
school buildings. 





The Rio Muni stamps are very 
different: one shows a bishop giving 
the benediction, another a monument 
of the bishop and the third appears 
to be a picture from the Velazquez 
brush.

philatelist and an adviser to the 
Ministry of Finance, decided to buy 
the whole issue and retain it. They 
planned selling it afterwards with 
great profit and giving Ecuador a 
“rare’’ airmail item. 

In order to give the stamp the ap- 
pearance of legality of issue, a 
phony order (that never was accom- 
plished) was made that some 419 
examples had been sent to the Uni- 
versal Postal Union of both the or- 
dinary and the official stamps. Then 
the adhesives were acquired by the 
foreign diplomat (1000 ordinary and 
300 official) and the enterprising 
Ministers. These two got 769 of the 
ordinary and 619 of the officials. 

In addition In order to satisfy 
some friends who were collectors, 
231 of the ordinaries and 61 of the 
officials were sold in Quito, to COL- 
LECTORS ONLY. 

Some stamps were sent to Guaya- 
quil and had postmarks put on them, 
to make a few resembling actually 
flown pieces. However, one can ac- 
tually see the gum on the stamp, 
showing that it was never used. The 
“cancellation’”’ is just the common 
philatelic strike done with well cen- 
tered postmarks — very uncommon 
in a normal postal mark which is 
seldom well centered. 

Once the activities of Pan Ameri- 
Can Grace Airways, Inc. got under 
way in Ecuador and the company 
started transporting mail in bulk, 
then the need arose for 10S. 
stamps — and none were to be 
found. Those once in existence had 
been very well manipulated. 

Accordingly, in December 1929 a 
rush order was sent to the Ameri- 
can Bank Note Co. for a new set 
of 10S. stamps. In the meantime the 
5S. yellow was placed in use to pay 
for the 10S. rate established for air 
freight. 

On February 6, 1930 the new sup- 
ply arrived of the 10S. black (Scott 
No. C30) for ordinary use and the 
10S. official, also black (No. CO12) 
in accord with the decree of May 
6 1930. 

These two are the ONLY legal 


10S. stamps, because neither the or- 
dinary 10S. vermilion red (No. C15) 
nor the official (No. CO8) was legal 
or actually used.

Children’s Day 
Syrian Commem 


Bruce Conde 


After startling us with the ‘‘Ger- 
man-type”’’ design of the recent 
Damascus Fair stamp, the Syrian 
Region of the UAR has come out 
with an entirely new type of design 
which somewhat baffles observers 
trying to keep up with the ideas 
and policies of the Damascus stamp 
designing board. 











It is the attractive Children’s Day 
commem of 1960, issued to note 
International Children’s Day. Origi- 
nally announced and with first day 
covers prepared for October 3, the 
stamp was actually distributed to 
dealers on the seventh. 

This 35 piaster (10c face) tricolor 
looks like nothing else the Syrian 
region has produced thus far. A 
fat, blond, Syrian baby, in flesh 
pink and dark green gazes at us 
in open-mouthed astonishment from 
the center of the main rectangular 
part of the stamp. 

Curved in a crescent around and 
above his head is an Arabic inscrip- 
tion in dark green which translates: 
‘International Children’s Day, 1960’’, 
but the English-language translation 
below merely reads: ‘Children’s 
Day, 1960’’. 
The whole is surrounded 
with violet brown arabesques, into 
the lower corners of which are 
fitted the bilingual value designa- 
tions, while the English abbreviation 
“UAR” fills the space between them. 
All figures and letters are in dark 
green. 

This basic design takes up some- 
what more than the lower three 
fourths of the stamp surface, with 
the national inscription, in very 
elegantly designed Arabic script, 
filling a top panel, above. This 
inscription, too, is in dark green. 
The stamps are 42 x 26mm ver- 
ticals, on unwatermarked paper, 
perf 11%. Some 150,000 copies were 
issued, together with 2000 official 
first day covers. The stamps were 
tied to cover with a suitable first 
day cancellation. 

The FDC’s show much improve- 
ment and imagination over previous 
designs. They used to be merely 
enlarged reproductions of the 
stamps themselves, in the form of 
monocolor cachets.

The First Day Cancel is | 
circular, with an inset ‘‘8-pointed”’ 
umbrella design, this motif seeming- 
ly being used to symbolize protec- 
tion for children. It contains the 
same Arabic (above) and English 
(below) commemorative texts as 
the stamp and the FDC, with the 
date 3/10/60 in the center. 

When written in figures, without 
spelling out the names of the 
months, Arabic dates habitually 
designate first the day, then the 
month number, and finally the year,

A new record for speed and dis- 
tance is held by a cover which 
Defense Secretary Thomas S. Gates, 
Jr. received after the nose cone of 
the Discoverer XVII satellite project

Franked with a 7c airmail stamp, 
the envelope was postmarked at 
Sunnyvale, Calif. before being en- 
closed in the nose cone. Ht then 
circled the earth 17 times at ultra- 
sonic speed — above 10,000 miles 
per hour — for a total of over 4- 
000,000 miles before the capsule was 
ejected from the missile and suc- 
cessfully recovered.
